*** ALL FIREFIGHTERS HAVE THE RIGHT TO A SAFE ASSIGNMENT. ***

CURRENT SITUATION: Fire activity increased in the Northern Rockies Area,
necessitating the mobilization of two Type Il Incident Management Teams
late last night. Firefighters made good progress on many large fires
throughout the western United States. Resource mobilization through NICC
remained steady.

Northwest Large Fires:

An Area Command Team (Edrington) is committed to the Umatilla National
Forest.

SUMMIT, Umatilla NF. A Type 1| Incident Management Team (Porter) is
assigned. Task Force Vanguard, 3rd Brigade, 4th Infantry Division (Lt.
Col. Bayles, Commander) are assigned. West winds continued to push the
fireline on the north and east sides, but crews were able to hold them
with helicopter bucket support.

TOWER, Umatilla NF. A Type | Incident Management Team (Richer) is
assigned. The 5th Marine Regiment, 1st Marine Division, 1st Marine
Expeditionary Force (Lt. Col. Seal, Commander) are assigned. Forty to
fifty acre runs within the fire perimeter occurred yesterday. Some short
range spotting occurred yesterday. Private property in the area is still
threatened. Other concerns include salmon streams, historic structures,
timber resources and Lehman Hot Springs Resort.

SPRING, Umpqua NF. A Type 1 Incident Management Team (Wands) is assigned.
This incident is being managed under a Unified Command with the Douglas
Forest Protective Association. Ground fire was more active yesterday iIn
some divisions and in the Boulder Creek Wilderness. Firefighters
continued to burnout areas on the southeast and northwest flanks. These
burnouts were done to protect Pacific Power and Light transmission lines
and structures in the Dry Creek area. Inaccessible terrain and heavy
fuels continue to pose control problems.

BULL, Umatilla NF. A Type 1l Incident Management Team (Kearney) is
assigned. A cooler day with higher humidities lowered the level of fire
activity yesterday. A slopover into Lake Creek Drainage was suppressed.
Burnout operations to tie in portions of the northern perimeter are
underway .

SOUTH ZONE COMPLEX, Willamette NF. A Type 11 Incident Management Team
(Johnson) 1is assigned. The complex is 11 miles southeast of Oakridge, OR.
Initial attack resources worked on a new fire within the complex. High
value timber is threatened.

MOOLACK COMPLEX, Willamette NF. A Type Il Incident Management Team
(Bright) is assigned. The complex consists of the MOOLACK and CHARLETON
fires. Good progress was made on both fires yesterday. Control

(Martin) is assigned. The fires in the complex are located 5-10 miles
north of McCall, ID. The complex is comprised of the FALL, FROG, HARTLEY,
BRUNDAGE, KNOB, GOOSE NORTH, GOOSE SOUTH and miscellaneous spot fires. No
additional growth was reported on the fires yesterday. Some torching
occurred, but created no problems.

COX"S WELL, ldaho Falls District, BLM. A Type Il Incident Management Team
(Casey) is assigned. This fire is located 5 miles northwest of Aberdeen,
ID. Dozers and engines made good progress on the southern flank of the
fire. Four fires are in confinement suppression strategy totalling 20,512
acres.

Southern California Large Fires:

MARPLE, Los Angeles County, California State. A Type 1 Incident
Management Team (Frye) is assigned. The fire is located near Lake
Castaic. The fire burned in four directions on both sides of 1-5, which
has been reopened. Line construction was completed on the southern flank,
and is progressing on the southwest, northwest and north flanks. Falling
rocks and debris, low humidity and high temperatures are hampering control
efforts. A total of 23 miles of line have been constructed with 23 miles
left to build. Current threats are to power and gas lines and a USFS
repeater.

ACKERSON COMPLEX, Yosemite NP. A Type | Incident Management Team (Dague)
is assigned. Burnout and structural protection were successful and all
lines held. Mop-up and rehabilitation are continuing. Spot fires in
heavy down fuels are the major concern. Some evacuation advisories are
still in effect.

UPPER HUMBOLDT COMPLEX, Battle Mountai/ District, BLM. A Type Il Incident
Management Team (Burdick) is assigned. The complex consists of the SLAVEN
2 fire and three Winnemucca District fires, GETCHELL, NORTH CHIMNEY and
DUTCH FLAT. The Slaven 2 fire is contained. The Dutch Flat displayed
extreme fire behavior and made a major run to the northeast. Current
threats include three mines, a ranch, Lahontan Cutthroat Trout and wild
horse habitat. Steep terrain and dry fuels continue to challenge control
efforts. A flare up during a burnout operation resulted in minor injuries
to a firefighter. The individual was treated at a local hospital and
released.OREGON, Elko District, BLM. The fire is burning 4 miles from the
town of Midas, NV. Despite strong winds, air support prevented the fire
from making any major runs. The town of Midas, Lahontan Cutthroat Trout
habitat and livestock are threatened.

QUINN/ODELL, Winnemucca District, BLM. A Type Il Incident Management Team
(Shive) is assigned. The Ffire is located east of McDermitt, NV. The Ffire
was very active yesterday, making a five mile run to the east.

Containment lines were established on the south and west flanks. Current
threats include a cabin and endangered species habitat.

TELEPHONE, Humboldt NF. The fire grew rapidly due to strong winds. No
other information available.

BOB*"S FLAT, Northern Nevada State. Minimal fire activity was observed
yesterday. Crews continued to make good progress on line construction.

RUBY COMPLEX, Humboldt NF. The complex consists of the SMILEY and ROAD
CANYON fires. Hotspots on the interior burned actively, but all control
lines were held.

Threats to a
communications tower, work center and recreational cabins remain low to
moderate.

A cool and dry upper level disturbance over Montana will move east into
the northern plains states today. However, moderate winds aloft will
continue to produce gusty ridgetop winds in northern California. Surface
winds will generally be decreasing from yesterday®s breezy conditions, as
surface pressure gradients relax. Scattered wet thunderstorms will
develop in southeastern Arizona and eastern New Mexico. Expect high
temperatures from the 70"s along the Canadian border to the 80"s and lower
90"s in the Great Basin. Interior California and the desert Southwest
will have highs from 90 to 100 degrees.
